Council takes charge 
of local playing field 



THE maintenance of a playing field in 
the heart of Cowbridge is to be trans¬ 
ferred to the Vale Council - now that the 
comprehensive school no longer needs it. 

The land was looked after by the school, which 
now has new playing fields at Aberthin Road. 

In recent years, the playing field (known locally 
as the Police Field) has been used by the school 
and by local sports clubs. 

It is owned by the Vale Council, but was main¬ 
tained by the school. 

The adjoining area (known as the Cricket Field) 
which is immediately adjacent to the Cattle 
Market, is owned by the Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School Trust. 

The decision was taken at a meeting of the Vale 
Council cabinet on Tuesday (December 13). A 
report to the cabinet reminded members that in 
September 2010, Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School vacated the former lower school site on 
Town Mill Road. 

The school continued to use the lower site play¬ 
ing fields to allow the new sports pitches to estab¬ 
lish, and that is now the case. 

The report stated: “Ay the playing fields are no 
longer required for education purposes, and in 
order to ensure the future effective and efficient 
management of that part of the playing field with¬ 
in the council’s ownership, it is proposed that the 
area currently held by Learning and Development 
be transferred to Parks and Ground Maintenance. 

“There is a deficiency in the area of available 
playing fields and the transfer of this site to Parks 
and Ground Maintenance will retain this area for 
public use, and ensure the continued efficient good 
management of the playing field.” 

The report went on to say that this course of 
action will not alter the current use of this land.

The school will keep the budget it previously 
spent on maintaining the ground, and that will be 
spent on its new pitches. 

Jeff Bird, the president of Cowbridge Cricket 
Club, told The GEM he was pleased that there 
would be no change in the use of the field. 

However, he said that the cricket club was more 
concerned about the area known as the Cricket 
Field. 

He said: “The last we heard was that the 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School trust had 
instructed an agent to look at how that field could 
be marketed. 

“I note that the Vale Council has acknowledged 
that there is a shortage of playing fields in the area, 
and the cricket club would strongly favour a simi¬ 
lar arrangement applying to the Cricket Field.” 

COUNCIL TO BUY SCRUB 
LAND AT MILLFIELD DRIVE 
THE Vale Council is to buy a piece of 
scrub land near Millfield Drive, which 
surrounds council land used as a chil¬ 
dren’s playground. 

The decision was taken at Tuesday’s cabinet 
meeting and the council will pay the landowner 
£2,500. 

In a report, the cabinet was told that the total 
area was 875 sq metres, and that acquiring the 
land would “ increase the useable space and facil¬ 
itate improved future maintenance arrangements ”. 

The cabinet heard negotiations to buy the land 
had taken place in 2006, but at that time agents 
representing the landowner asked for £13,500. 


Customers upset as shop 
is told ‘open sign must go’ 


A newly-reopened 
store in Cowbridge 
has been told to 
remove a sign from 
its window - after a 
complaint was 
made to the Vale 
Council. 

Darran Gray and Paul 
James re-opened the 
Select Convenience 
store in Eastgate just 
two weeks ago. 

Now, a Vale Council 
planning inspector has 
called and given them 
21 days notice to 
remove the sign, 
because the shop is in a 
conservation area. 

Darran told The 
GEM: “We have made a 
good start since re-open¬ 
ing the shop, but we 
wanted people passing 
the shop to realise that 
we were now open.” 

They put an electron¬ 
ic sign in the window 
(see photo, above right ) 
saying simply ‘OPEN’. 

Darran said: “We 
understand that one 
complaint was made to 
the council, and now we 
have 21 days to remove 
it. 

“When we told our 
customers, they were so 
outraged that 128 signed 
a petition on the first 
day we started it.” 

One local resident, 
Mrs Laura Duhig, told 
The GEM: “Most peo¬ 
ple are pleased that once 
again we have a shop 
within walking distance. 

“It has been closed 
for some months and 
now it is fully stocked 
with friendly staff. 

“Why is a small sign 
inside the shop window 
offensive?” 

She added: “Local 
shops need support, not 
the threat of expensive 
legal action.” 


Paul James said: 

“The sign was only ever 
intended to be tempo¬ 
rary, as we want to 
improve the main shop 
sign - something that 
we will be discussing 
with council planners.” 

Just as The GEM was 
going to press, a long 
statement arrived from 
the Vale Council. 

This will be published 
in full next week.

The first, of course, 
dealt with the First 
World War and, inter 
alia, details the sad 
demise of Dan Davies at 
the guns of Von 
Richthofen. 

In column three, how¬ 
ever, an error occurs, 
the RWF (Royal Welch 
Fusiliers) should be spelt 
with a ‘c’ as in ‘Welch’ 
and not the normal 
spelling ‘Welsh’. 

This is an historical 
anomaly peculiar to the 
RWF: I should know as 
my grandfather, uncles, 
brother and others have 
served in this famous 
regiment and my mother 


was bom into the 
Regiment at High Town 
Barracks, Wrexham in 
1908. 

Secondly, the other 
article refers to a talk 
given to Barry Men’s 
Fomm by Mr Glenn 
Booker, in which he 
referred to a 1944 rape 
on the Sully Camp by 
two GIs, subsequently 
given lengthy prison sen¬ 
tences. 

This is intriguing, as I 
recall reading many 
years ago of the discov¬ 
ery of a skeleton on the 
Atlantic Trading Estate, 
formerly occupied by the 
American forces, which 
was identified as belong¬ 
ing to a GI who had 
been convicted of the 
offence of rape and exe¬ 
cuted there. 

Was this another inci¬ 
dent, or a case of mistak¬ 
en identity?

AS part of Lions

Eisteddfod 
chief briefs 
councillors

THE chief executive 
of the National 
Eisteddfod came to 
Llantwit Major 
Town Council 
recently to brief 
councillors on what 
to expect when the 
show comes to town 
next August. 

As Llantwit is the 
nearest large town to the 
National Eisteddfod, 
Elfed Roberts answered 
questions about the scale 
of it, and advised council¬ 
lors on how they could 
make it a success. 

In fact, he said that it 
was important that this 
year’s Eisteddfod should 
be a success, because the 
previous one at Wrexham 
made a loss. 

He reminded council¬ 
lors of the scale of the 
event, saying that for the 
BBC, it was its second- 
largest outside broadcast 
after Wimbledon. 

During the week, he 
said, an estimated total of 
150,000 visitors were 
expected to attend, and 
many stay in the area for 
the week. 

He revealed that the 
Eisteddfod was in talks 
with Arriva Trains Wales 


about possible additional 
services and other trans¬ 
port arrangements. 

Organisers were also 
in discussion with South 
Wales Police to plan for 
the extra traffic. He said 
that Llyswomey was an 
obvious area of concern, 
but that a traffic plan 
would be put in place. 

Clair Evans, from the 
Vale Council, added that 
the council had been 
involved in planning the 
event for two years. 

She said that a large 
numbers of factors had to 
be included in the coun¬ 
cil’s plan, including: 
signposting; hedge 
removal; grass cutting; a 
traffic plan; waste man¬ 
agement; major incident 
planning; noise control; 
caravan site exemptions; 
liaison with local schools 
and tendering for support 
services. 

In conclusion, Mr 
Roberts urged the council 
to make sure that local 
businesses were aware of 
the opportunities afford¬ 
ed by the Eisteddfod, 
including trade stands 
and tendering for servic¬ 
es. 

He added that people 
could also volunteer to be 
stewards, (seepage 11).

‘Don’t drink and drive’ - plea 


WITH the 

Christmas party 
season under way, a 
Vale councillor has 
urged people in the 
area not to drink 
and drive. 

Coun Gwyn John said 
that although there was a 
legal limit, he believed 
that people should not 
have an alcoholic drink 
and get behind the wheel. 

He explained: “It is 
cheaper to hire a taxi than 
pay a fine and have a 
ban. If you had a serious 


accident you could go to 
jail for years.” 

The legal alcohol 
limit for drivers in 
Britain is 35 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of breath, 
80 milligrammes of alco¬ 
hol in 100 millilitres of 
blood, or 107 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of urine. 

However, tolerance to 
alcohol depends on a 
number of factors such as 
weight, age, gender and 
recent food consumption, 
and research shows that 
any alcohol can have 


some effect on driving. 

Last year, 14 per cent 
of road fatalities were 
caused by drink driving. 

Coun John said: 
“Sometimes people are 
tempted to have a pint on 
the way home. 

“They may have had a 
long day, be tired and not 
eaten much. 

“If they have an acci¬ 
dent afterwards - even if 
it wasn’t their fault - the 
consequences because 
they were drinking can 
be very serious.” 

He said that a few 
years ago in a local 


pedestrian lost his life on 
Boxing Day due to the 
actions of a drink driver. 

Coun John said he was 
organising a social occa¬ 
sion in the village of 
Sigingstone, but people 
would not be driving 
there. 

“We have arranged for 
two minibuses, and will 
order taxis if necessary. 

“If people are going 
out for the evening and 
they go in a taxi together 
it can be as little as £5 
each.”

there is a welcome by 
trained volunteers who 
are able to give advice 
about other sources of 
help and support to those 
in need. 

The AM commented: 
“Food parcels are need¬ 
ed for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, although the most 
common, are welfare 
benefits delays and crisis 
loans being refused by 
the Department of Work 
and Pensions. 

“Debt and homeless¬ 
ness are also major rea¬ 
sons why a food parcel 
is needed.

REMOVAL 

ANYONE who has 
visited the Civic 
Offices in Barry this 
week will have noticed 
that the Merchant 
Navy memorial is 
being removed. I know 
the memorial is a 
much-loved landmark 
in Barry and I can 
reassure residents that 
its absence will be 
temporary. 

The memorial has 
fallen victim to the ele¬ 
ments over the years 
and it will now be given 
some tender loving care 
and returned to its for¬ 
mer glory. We have 
commissioned a spe¬ 
cialist company to reno¬ 
vate the 15-year-old 
Portland stone structure. 

The structure is being 
dismantled and put into 
storage to dry out. Once 
it is thoroughly dry, it 


will be desalinated and 
the restoration work 
will commence. 

Some modifications 
will be made to the 
structure to ensure that 
rain runs off it easily in 
the future. 

The architect tells us 
the changes will be 
barely noticeable and 
will ensure that it 
remains weatherproof 
for years to come. 

The monument 
plaques that list the 
names of merchant sea¬ 
men from the Vale who 
were killed during con¬ 
flict will be replaced by 
stainless steel versions 
and updated to include 
the names of a further 
100 seamen. 

The monument 
should be back home 
sometime in the late 
spring - the exact date 
will depend on how 
long it takes for the 
stone work to dry out. 

2011 was not an easy 
year for local govern¬ 
ment, but the Vale 
Council is prepared for 
the challenges of the 
coming year and we are 
ready and willing to do 
our utmost to ensure a 
bright future for our 
county. 

May I wish you all a 
very merry Christmas 
and a happy New Year.

There have been 13 generous 
donors in Llantwit Major, 
Boverton, St Athan and 
Llanmaes, offering to share their 
surplus apples, plums, pears, and 
crab apples, mostly with complete 
strangers. 

Nineteen people in the area, 
wishing to use the fruit, were put 
in touch with the donors, making 
amazingly good use of it, includ¬ 
ing apple pies, plum jam for the 
Samaritans, cider, puddings for a 
residential home, crab apple jelly, 


and chutney s. 

Some users experimented with 
new ways of using all this free 
food, including sauteed apples, 
apples in soups, and a scrummy 
pear and marzipan tart. 

It has proved impossible to 
work out how much fruit has 
changed hands, but users’ exam¬ 
ples include: three Ikea bags of 
apples and one Ikea bag of pears 
for juicing; 35 - 401b of cooking 
apples to make 20 apple pies; an 
astounding 100kg of apples to 
make cider. 

I would like to mention the per¬ 
formance of our trees, especially 
a Victoria plum in Boverton, 
which produced about 24 carrier- 
bags-full, and my own majestic 


Bramley, estimated to have yield¬ 
ed half a tonne this year.

IT’S been a diffi- 
cult year for the 
National 
Eisteddfod, as it 
has been for a 
number of other 
organisations. 
We’ve seen a num¬ 
ber of festivals 
cancelled, and oth¬ 
ers worried about 
their future suc¬ 
cess. 

But with a history 
spanning 150 years in 
its modern form, the 
Eisteddfod is adjusting 
and developing, 
responding to the chal¬ 
lenges ahead, deter¬ 
mined to ensure the 
success of next year’s 
Vale of Glamorgan 
National Eisteddfod, 
and the festivals of the 
future. 

Speaking this week, 
Chief Executive, Elfed 
Roberts, said: “We’ve 
been working locally 
for well over a year 
now and it’s going well. 
Naturally, we’ve been 
looking at our costs 
carefully and at our 
potential income, and 
we’ve now identified a 
number of savings. 

“We want to ensure a 
successful festival on a 
number of levels - a 
festival which appeals 
to our audience and, of 
course, an Eisteddfod 
which allows us to gain 


a stronger financial 
footing, even at a time 
when the country is still 
facing financial wor¬ 
ries. 

“Making savings 
isn’t a new challenge 
for the Eisteddfod. 
We’ve been making 
constant cuts since 
2004, but this year, 
we’ve reached a stage 
where we have to make 
additional savings and 
it’s very likely that 
future Eisteddfodau 
will look different. 

“But this is also an 
opportunity for us to 
experiment and to look 
at doing things in dif¬ 
ferent ways, and it’s 
important that people 
realise this and give 
these changes a chance 
before voicing their 
opinions.” 

Changes next year 
will include a smaller 
pavilion with a revised 
seating plan, with the 
number of seats avail¬ 
able remaining the 
same. This will pro¬ 
vide a considerable sav¬ 
ing for the festival, and 
is a chance to try some¬ 
thing different. 

Elfed Roberts 
explains: “It’s an exper¬ 
iment in 2012, and if it 
appeals to the audience, 
the competitors and the 
broadcasters, then it 
could be a permanent 
change. We’ll also be 
holding Maes C events 
on the Maes itself. 


Traditionally, these 
have been held on the 
caravan site but we’ve 
decided to try some¬ 
thing a little different 
this year. 

“If you were in 
Wrexham earlier this 
year, you couldn’t help 
but notice the great 
atmosphere around the 
performance stages in 
the evening, and we 
want to make sure this 
continues in the future, 
so we’re hoping that 
people will stay on the 
Maes in the evening 
and we’ll be encourag¬ 
ing more people to join 
us. 

“We’ll also be exper¬ 
imenting with our cur¬ 
rent resources next 
year, using buildings 
like Y Lie Celf, the 
Theatre and the Babell 
Len in a different way 
in the evening. 

“There’s been a lot 
of discussions about the 
Eisteddfod in the press 
and media over recent 
weeks, but one issue 
which hasn’t been dis¬ 
cussed much is the 
effect the Eisteddfod 
has on the local catch¬ 
ment area. 

“Hosting the 
Eisteddfod is a great 
boost to an area, not 
only economically but 
also on a cultural, com¬ 
munity and linguistic 
basis. It’s a unique 
event, an event which 
hasn’t been in the Vale 


since 1968, and I urge 
you to support our visit, 
by taking part, by vol¬ 
unteering, but most of 
all, by visiting us dur¬ 
ing the week. 

“We want to ensure 
the success of the 2012 
festival - please help us 
to make this happen.”

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Penarth man suffered 
a ‘horrific wound’ 
after a knife attack 

- CARDIFF CROWN COURT IS TOLD 


REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


ARMED with a 
knife, a mentally-ill 
man carried out an 
attack in Penarth 
which resulted in 
his victim suffering 
a “horrific wound”, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Leslie Bann plunged 
the weapon into the 
neck of neighbour, Paul 
Britton, whose life was 
only spared by “the 
grace of God”, said the 
Recorder of Cardiff, 
Judge Nicholas Cooke. 

Bann was arrested 
when a police armed 
response group was 
called in and officers 
were forced to taser him, 
when he began strug¬ 
gling. 

Bann (46), of Glebe 
Street, Penarth, admitted 
a charge of wounding 
with intent and was sen¬ 
tenced to be detained in 
a psychiatric hospital for 
an indefinite period. 

He pleaded not guilty 
to attempted murder, 
which was not proceed¬ 
ed with, and it was 
directed that the charge 
lie on the file. 

The court heard that 
Mr Britton lost so much 
blood, up to four litres 
had to be transfused into 
him. 

Prosecutor Tony 
Trigg said that Mr 
Britton at the time had 
problems with alcohol 
and was also living in 
Glebe Street. 

On the night of June 


21, the two men spent 
about 20 minutes 
together smoking and 
drinking, and then went 
their separate ways. 

A few minutes later, 
Bann asked to borrow 
more tobacco. 

Mr Trigg said that 
suddenly Bann lunged at 
Mr Britton and plunged 
a knife into his neck. 

“Blood spurted from 
the wound,” said Mr 
Trigg. 

Mr Britton managed 
to get into the garden for 
help. 

This was unavailable, 
and he returned to the 
flat where Bann was 
holding a knife and 
laughing. 

Mr Britton then went 
to a nearby pub for help. 
Police later found him 
outside the premises 
with a tea towel over his 
head. 

“His clothes were sat¬ 
urated with blood. He 
was taken to hospital 
and a vascular surgeon 
was brought from the 
Royal Gwent Hospital 
with a police escort and 
he was operated upon. 

“He had a large cut to 
the thyroid gland and 
artery.” 

“It could easily have 
been fatal,” said the 
Judge. 

Mr Trigg said he was 
discharged three days 
later and added: “I’m 
happy to say he has 
moved to the Midlands, 


and is living in a 
Christian hostel. 

“He is free of alcohol 
and is getting on very 
well with his life.” 

The court heard that 
an armed response 
group arrested Bann, 
who told them: “I didn’t 
do it. Just kill me, I want 
to die.” 

There was a struggle 
and he was tasered. He 
later admitted what he 
had done, saying: “I 
heard voices.” 

Mr Trigg said the 
attack had had a pro¬ 
found effect on the vic¬ 
tim, who now had a vis¬ 
ible scar on his neck, 
which had made his 
search for work diffi¬ 
cult. 

Bann, said Mr Trigg, 
suffered from paranoid 
schizophrenia. 

He was said to have 
convictions for causing 
criminal damage, dis¬ 
honesty and assault. 

His counsel Robin 
Shellard, said that for 10 
years, he had struggled 
with increasing mental 
health problems and 
many agencies had 
attempted to help him. 

He would drink too 
much and not take his 
medication. 

In the days leading up 
to the attack, his daugh¬ 
ter, who Bann described 
as ‘the best daughter in 
the world’, had become 
more and more con¬ 
cerned about him and 


attempted to obtain 
help. 

He had become suici¬ 
dal, agitated, said he 
heard voices, and his 
daughter felt he should 
have been sectioned. 

Once, he took 10 
times the dose of his 
medicine and, said Mr 
Shellard, she felt she 
had been sent “from pil¬ 
lar to post”. 

Psychiatrist Dr Peter 
Williams said for 10 
years, Bann had had 
“challenging difficul¬ 
ties” punctuated by 
episodic admissions to 
hospital. There was also 
heavy and protracted 
use of alcohol. 

The judge said he 
could not order one, but 
it would be desirable if 
there was an inquiry into 
the events before the 
stabbing. 

He added that he was 
anxious that there would 
not be a witchhunt. 

The victim, Bann and 
his family were entitled 
to have enquiries made, 
he said. 

The judge added that 
the attack was horrify¬ 
ing, carried out by a man 
suffering from a terrify¬ 
ing illness, for the per¬ 
son who suffers from it 
and because of the risk 
to the public. 

It was clear, said the 
Judge, Bann suffered 
dangerous hallucina¬ 
tions and he would be 
detained for as long as 
was necessary. 


‘Fracking’: Plaid AM questions 
Assembly Environment Minister 


PLAID CYMRU’S 
Leanne Wood has 
called for the 
Environment 
Minister in Wales 
to place a moratori¬ 
um on the extrac¬ 
tion of shale gas 
until more is known 
about the potential 
side-effects. 

The AM for South 
Wales Central ques¬ 
tioned John Griffiths 
during a recent plenary 
session following a con¬ 
troversial planning 
application to begin test 


drilling for shale gas in 
the Vale. 

There has been much 
local opposition to the 
process which is more 
commonly known as 
‘fracking.’ Reports from 
the United States, where 
shale gas extraction is 
more advanced, suggests 
extraction brings a risk 
to ground and surface 
water because of the 
chemicals used in the 
extraction process. 

Ms Wood said: 
“There has been a lot of 
concern about proposals 
to test for the viability of 
hydraulic fracturing in 


the Vale of Glamorgan 
in recent months. 

“As you will be 
aware, this is commonly 
known as fracking, and 
there are many unan¬ 
swered questions about 
its side effects and the 
impact on the local envi¬ 
ronment. 

“In a report that went 
before the Vale Council 
last month, for example, 
Dwr Cymru raised con¬ 
cerns that proposals 
could lead to the con¬ 
tamination of ground 
water, and said that any 
future applications 
should be accompanied 
by an environmental 
statement covering such 
matters. 

“Dwr Cymru sources 
around five per cent of 
its supplies from ground 
water, and elsewhere 
there have been con¬ 
cerns about earth 
tremors. 

“Will you agree to 
make representations to 
your counterparts in 
Westminster to call for a 
moratorium on onshore 
and offshore explo¬ 
ration, development and 
production of shale gas 


until these questions 
over safety and potential 
environmental damage 
are resolved?” 

In reply, the Minister 
said: “As I have stated in 
the Chamber on many 
occasions, I am not able 
to comment on the mer¬ 
its or otherwise of any 
particular planning 
application or develop¬ 
ment. 

“In general, in terms 
of shale gas, I am on 
record as stating the 
Welsh Government’s 
position, which is that 
we understand the con¬ 
cerns that were 
expressed about explo¬ 
ration and the tapping of 
reserves. 

“Our position is to 
communicate those con¬ 
cerns to the UK 
Government and be part 
of the development of 
the UK response. 

“We have our own 
precautionary planning 
approach, which is set 
out in our planning poli¬ 
cy, and indeed in the 
technical advice note on 
mineral policy.”

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This Puss cuts easy swathe 
through your funny bone! 


WHILE the Shrek 
franchise lost a lit¬ 
tle bit of its sparkle 
with every subse¬ 
quent outing, the 
one true stand-out 
was the character 
of Puss In Boots. 

With his smooth 
Spanish style, a sharp¬ 
ened rapier and the 
biggest eyes in anima¬ 
tion, the character’s 
popularity meant that a 
spin-off was a matter of 
when and not if. 

That spin-off finally 
reaches cinema screens 
with the 

originally-titled Puss In 
Boots. Antonio 
Banderas again voices 
the cat, who, along with 
his friends Kitty 
Softpaws (Salma 
Hayek) and Humpty 
Dumpty (Zach 
Galifianakis), attempts 
to track down the evil 
Jack and Jill (Billy Bob 
Thornton and Amy 
Sedaris) who have dis¬ 
covered magic beans 
that could lead to the 
three friends’ fortune... 

When the announce¬ 
ment was made that 
Puss In Boots was to 
have his own spin-off, 
you couldn’t help but 
feel that it was an 
attempt by Dreamworks 
to try and drain a little 
more cash from the 
Shrek well. 

The law of diminish¬ 
ing returns, at least criti¬ 


cally, had struck that 
particular franchise, so a 
reboot using one of the 
most popular characters 
seemed to be a decision 
based more on cash 
flow than creating a 
work of artistic merit. 

Thankfully the end 
product feels less like a 
cash-in, Puss In Boots 
delivering everything 
you would hope for, and 
while hardly pulling up 
trees, has enough about 
it to entertain both 
young and old. 

Certainly it aims to 
be more of a swash¬ 
buckler, the pop culture 
references that at times 
drowned out the come¬ 
dy in the Shrek fran¬ 
chise reduced to noth¬ 
ing, while the comedy 
delivers the broad 
humour so beloved of 
youngsters, with some 
gags aimed squarely at 
the older portion of the 
audience. 

It appears the lessons 
of the green ogre’s 
demise have been 
learned then, the film 
resting squarely on the 
shoulders of Puss and 
his new cohorts, with 
nary a winking cameo 
or portent of things to 
come. Instead, this pre¬ 
quel sets up the charac¬ 
ter superbly well, filling 
in the gaps between his 
birth and his meeting in 
the second Shrek film. 

While an origin story 
of sorts, the script zips 
along at a fiendish pace,

its 90-minute running 
time going by in a flash 
with a story that deliv¬ 
ers the requisite amount 
of derring do and spec¬ 
tacle, while still having 
time to delve into the 
pasts of the characters. 

Certainly the main 
characters of Puss and 
Humpty Dumpty feel 
far more fleshed out 
than the villainous Jack 
and Jill (despite their 
quirky characters). But 
by and large, the story 
as a whole is an engag¬ 
ing and pleasant experi¬ 
ence that leaves you 
wanting more come the 
conclusion. 

While Chris Miller 
helmed the disappoint¬ 


ing Shrek the Third, he 
is on far more solid 
ground here, giving the 
film a gorgeous visual 
feel that is only embel¬ 
lished by the use of 3D, 
the colours feeling rich¬ 
er and the depth and 
clarity of the image 
being lent extra power 
by the technology. 

He also is able to 
fashion several 
set-pieces that balance 
drama and comedy, the 
film having a scope that 
is immersive and won¬ 
derful to see. 

The vocal cast are all 
impressive, Antonio 
Banderas nailing the 
tongue-in-cheek 
humour and playfulness 
of the main character, 
yet playing it with the 
smallest of winks, the 
character losing nothing 
in his step-up from 
being a supporting play¬ 
er to a lead character. 

He shares a pleasing 
chemistry with both of 
his main co-stars, 

Salma Hayek being a 
slinky and playful foil 
for Banderas, while 
Zach Galifianakis dials 
down his quirky 
humour and plays it 
(fairly) straight as 
Humpty, the character’s 
sad past given extra 
poignancy by the 
actor’s vocal stylings. 

It’s a shame that Jack 
and Jill aren’t given as 
much to do, as Billy 
Bob Thornton and Amy 
Sedaris do sterling work 


as the villainous pair. 
However, as in the 
script, the pair are short¬ 
changed by having very 
little to do, the charac¬ 
ters carrying a menace 
that, come the film’s 
conclusion, is nullified 
by the bigger story. 

While an entertaining 
spectacle, there isn’t 
much to really make 
Puss In Boots stand out 
from the crowd other 
than name recognition; 
but what there is of it 
makes for an entertain¬ 
ing way to spend an 
hour and a half of your 
life. 

Slight but hugely 
entertaining, this Puss 
will be be catnip if you 
love his adventures! 

VERDICT An enter 
taining first full-length 
outing for the 
wide-eyed kitten, Puss 
In Boots has enough 
excitement, comedy and 
adventure to amuse the 
audience without overt¬ 
ly stretching itself. 

It may not have the 
long-life factor, but it 
will certainly keep you 
engaged throughout, 
and the prospects of fur¬ 
ther adventures for Puss 
certainly wouldn’t be 
sniffed at! Enjoyable.

With almost 100 pages of full 
colour photographs featuring coasters 
at ports from Swansea to Chepstow, 
this is another excellent book to add 
to the Christmas present list, for those 
interested in local shipping and indus¬ 
trial history. 

Many of the photographs illustrate 
the changing scene in traditional port 
areas and I was especially interested 
in Barry Docks, with over a dozen 
colour images starting at Barry 
Roads. 

As an example on page 36, the 
coaster Mossville heads towards the 
locks in 1969, passing Nell’s Point 
and the large Butlin’s holiday camp 
seen in the distance. 

Memories come flooding back of 
the days when over 5,000 people 
would enjoy their holiday in south 
Wales at this special attraction. 

The narrative on every page lists 
the national flag of the ship, its gross 



registered tonnage and the final two 
digits indicate the year the ship was 
built. 

The author and photographers have 
included views of unfamiliar wharves 
and jetties in the area and also the 
background scenes add to each of 
over 116 images. 

Although I’m a railway enthusiast, 
a chance to review a book on ship¬ 
ping came as a pleasant suprise.

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Cross Inn offers 
‘masterchef’ 
style cooking at 
affordable prices 



I T is two years since the 
father and son team of 
Arthur and Liam O’Leary 
took over the Cross Inn, just 
outside Cowbridge, and in 
that time they have put their 
own stamp on the pub - in 
particular by introducing a 
new menu, and by redesigning 
the dining room. 

The result is a cosy room, with an 
open fire in the hearth, that sums up 
the pleasures of dining out in a coun¬ 
try pub. 

The next step for the pair was mak¬ 
ing that difficult decision for any eat¬ 
ing establishment - just where to 
place yourself in the market. 

Do you offer a high- end gourmet 
experience at prices to match, or 
embrace the wholesome, tasty and 
good value philosophy? 

You could, of course, try and com¬ 
bine the two and, on the evidence of 
our meal, that is what the Cross Inn 
has managed. 

In fact, when our main courses 
were presented, my guest took out her 
iPhone to send a picture to friends to 
make them jealous! 

She had ordered pan-fried pheasant 
breasts with grilled bacon, braised 
cabbage and saute potatoes, and the 
plate looked spectacular, with each 
component arranged masterchef style 
- and the flavours did not disappoint 
either. 

Both the cabbage and the saute 
potatoes had their own sauces to add 
to the dish, as did the pheasant and 
bacon, which was the centrepiece. 

So, a plate of food with a definite 
wow factor - made all the more spe¬ 
cial by the price, which was just 
£9.95! 

All of the above also applied to my 
main course of oven-roasted duck 
breast, mash potato, roasted vegeta¬ 
bles and a port sauce, at £10.95, with 
the ingredients arranged artfully 
around the plate, and the vegetables in 
a ‘tower’ topped off by the spinach. 

It was another main course with 
real visual appeal, and once again the 
flavours brought out the best in the 
ingredients. 

I’m not a great fan of spinach but 
this was excellent. My only minor 
quibble would be that there was more 
mashed potato than I could manage! 

I’ve jumped straight to the main 
courses, but the starters were also 
excellent. My guest chose the soup of 
the day - pea and ham - which was 
packed with both, and bursting with 
flavour. 

I chose the homemade fish cake, 
which turned out to be very light and 
fluffy, made with plenty of salmon 
and hake, and came with a tartar 
sauce, again homemade, which set the 
dish off perfectly.

When it came to choosing a main 
course there were plenty of other 
options, and I was certainly tempted 
by the fish dishes; for instance the 
grilled brill fillets with a paprika dust¬ 
ing, mash potato and neapolitan sauce 
(£8.95), or the pan-seared halibut 
steak, roasted root vegetables and 
saute thyme masada of potato. 

All the main courses mentioned so 
far were off the ‘specials board’ but 
the Cross Inn also has a series of reg¬ 
ular main courses on the menu, 
including deep fried fish of the day, 
Glamorgan sausages and a ‘pie of the 
day’. 

On to the desserts, and these did 
not disappoint either. I chose a vanilla 
and lemon pannacotta, and had 
absolutely no complaints, as the taste 
of both ingredients came through 
strongly. 

My companion, an afficionado of 
sticky toffee pudding, pronounced 
hers to be as good as she had tasted, 
with a rich sauce melting into the 
smooth ice cream that accompanied it. 

The Vale has a fair number of good 
eating establishments, and Arthur and 
Liam have chosen to fight their comer 
with excellent food at prices that are 
more than a pleasant surprise. 

The wine list has been selected to 
give plenty of choice, but also with a 
budget in mind, and plenty of bottles 
are in the £13 to £17 range, as well as 
a number slightly higher. 

Our two three-course meals worked 
out at less than £20 per head, exclud¬ 
ing wine, which has to be great value 
these days. 

The Cross Inn also offers a two- 
course lunch (Monday to Friday) for 
just £8.95, a one course Sunday lunch 
for £7.95 (and a three-course for 
£12.45) and it is also still offering a 
choice of Christmas menus. 

They also scored top marks for 
hygeine standards in the council’s 
‘scores on the doors’ rating system.

THE phrase above 
is the simple idea 
behind the third 
generation Renault 
Grand Scenic 
1.5dci, compact peo¬ 
ple carrier, which 
returns 57mpg - 
better than quite a 
few small cars. 

As the name suggests, 
it is bigger than a stan¬ 
dard Scenic and can, 
therefore, seat seven 
adults - compared to just 
five - making it ideal for 
chauffeurs, taxi drivers 
and those with large fam¬ 
ilies. 

When the third row of 
seats is in position, it 
takes up almost the entire 
boot. However, it’s easy 
to remove by simply 
pulling the red strap at 
the back of each seat to 
push them down, creat¬ 
ing a reasonable amount 
of room. 

It has always puzzled 
me as to how passengers 
sitting in the third row 
access their front-facing 
seats without being con¬ 
tortionists, but in the 
Renault it’s just a matter 
of tipping the outer mid¬ 
dle seat forward so that 
rear passengers can 
clamber in. 

The Grand Scenic is 
comfortable, spacious 
and well finished. 
Cubbyholes and bottle 
holders abound. The 
clever use of space 
allows us to transport 
wood for the fire, a full 
size Christmas tree and 



various presents for my 
baby daughter Harriett’s 
first Christmas, with 
plenty of room to spare. 
And when the sun comes 
out, we enjoy opening 
the twin sunroofs. 

In the winter months 
my 50-mile daily com¬ 
mute is often delayed by 
road works, accidents 
and bad weather, and the 
Scenic copes well under 
this pressure. 

Its frugal 1.5dci 
engine is surprisingly 
nippy when the opportu¬ 
nity arises. However, 
when crawling through 
endless traffic jams, the 
six-speed automatic 
gearbox doesn’t seem to 
like first or second, prov¬ 
ing much happier in the 
other gears. 

It took a little while to 
familiarise myself with 
the placement of the 
speedometer, which sits 
nearer the centre of the 
dash and is all digital, 
which can be difficult to 
navigate at night. 

The Grand Scenic 
does feel a bit cumber¬ 
some to drive and its size 
makes it awkward to 


reverse, although there 
are sensors to alert the 
driver to unseen obsta¬ 
cles. But it handles 
motorway driving well 
and the diesel engine is 
hardly audible. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, write: “Renault 


claims to have invented 
the compact people car¬ 
rier with the Scenic in 
1996 and its third gener¬ 
ation model remains 
among the best of its 
type. ” The publication 
goes on to say that com¬ 
pared to the standard 
Scenic “the used market 
prefers the versatility 
offered by the Grand 
Scenic and its seven-seat 
layout”.
